CALLS FOR LEADERSHIP
BASED UPON RESPECT

Death of Dr. Rosa Prompts Writer
to Suggest to Government

Officials.

To the Editor of The Star:
1 was shocked to read in The Star
of the death of Iir. K. B. Rosa. chief
physicist of the bureau of standards

of the Department of Commerce.
Having known =omething of Dr.
Rosa's work. of his steadfagtness of

rurpose and of his high ideals of
fervice. it seema right to ask for a
brief space to recall them. It is

fashionable to assume that govern-
ment depariments and government
men are essentially inefficient. The
obvious and necessary wastes of a
demoeratic form of government often
eloud the eyes of our people from the
self-eacrificing spirit and the high
motives of publie service, which con-
trol s-wores of cloistered men in the
acientific. engine«rinz and research
divisions of our fuileral government
departments.

Dr. Rosa belonged to that class.
Well known in the electriea! industry,
he was comparatively unknown to
the pubiic at large. Yet for twenty
vears he has gerved .the natiom and
it seems just that his service e re-

corded publicly at this time, when
public service of the highest and
finest character is essential if our
nation is to solve some of the eco-
somic and social problems which
face us.

A witly British publisher recent-
ly, in addressing a group of pub-

lishers of engineering and industrial
journals, said that England today
may be conceived to be slivided into
two camps.  One camp included the
people of brains, Sidney Webbists,
socialista and radicals of various
hues of red. This group might be
pictured. he said, as having brains
without experience. In the other he
placed business men, representatives
of both labor and capital. who al-
most could be gaid to have experience
but no brains

Our conditions in this eocuntrv are

not England's conditions, yet we need
a Jeadership here as well 22 in Eng-!
land that combines brains with ex-
e rience.

The relation of our government de-
partments to industry calls especialy
for this kind of leadership, Dr. Rosa's
passing calls public attention to a
kind of serviee that must be rendered.
Government department men, on the
one hand, and men of industry and
eommerce must have @ mutual re-
spent for cach other if we cun go for-
ward. The Depariment of Commerce
has an oapportunity for leadership
which depends for success on mutual
respect. Mr. Hoover has established
the policy that the department be de-
veloped as an aid to industry, a place
where the rank and file of manufac-
turers and merchants may come for
help, a center for the standardization
~nf business practices, the simplifica-
tion of processes anud a weather map
of business conditions.

Mutual respect, high ideals of serv-
ire and the bringing together of
brains and experience will bring re-
sults, F. M. FEIKER.

T0 JUSTICE GOULL

Esteem for Deceased Jurist
Voiced at Gathering of
Bench and Bar.

in which Justice Ash-
was held by the bench
and bar of the District of Columbia
war evidenced yezsterday, when the
general term courtroom was erowded
to overflowing to hear the formal an-
nouncement of his death.

The esteem
ley M. Gould

of the meeting alfter Henry E. Davis,
District of Columbia, had made the
announcement of the death. Justice
McCoy called on Justire Stafford, who
had served longest with Justice Gould
on the bench, to -express the sorrow
of the court.
Remarks by Mr. Davis.

Mr. Davis referred to the fact that
twenty-three years ago he had asked
Mr. Gould to become an assistant
United States attorney, from which
position he was made chief of that
office and then appointed to the hench.
He spoke of the long and honorable
service of the deceased at the bar
and the long and “more honorahle”
service on the bench. His place would
be very difficult to fill, said Mr. Davis.
The =peaker paid tribute to Justice
Gould as “man, lawyer, judge and
friend.” and declared that his passing
left a void in each of those relation-
ships.

Chief Justice MeCoy's Tribute.

Chief Justice McCoy recalled that
it was in that very courtroom that
Justice Gould had sat with him when
the speaker first was appointed to the
bench and rendered a great service
to him, and up to his death never
failed to give aid to his associates
from his profound knowledge of the
law. At a later time, he suggested,
the bar would want to hold a meeting
Lo express in some more suitable man-
ner their love and esteem for the de-
ceased. He announced that out of
respect to Justice (Gould the various
branches of the court would remain
in recess until next Thursday.

The remarks of Justice Stafford were
printed in the Star vesterday.

'P. R. R.’S FREIGHT RECORD

{ New Schedule Allows 79 Per Cent
of Trains to Make Time.

Freight movements and on-time de-
liveries on the Pennsyvivania railroad
system made 4 record during the
month of April. sccording to figures
given out by the company. The new
freight scheduleg pu! inlo effect in
April resulted in 79 per cent of the
trains arriving at the destination on
time.

DRIVE SHOWS N:ED
FORNEW CRURCH

'Com_bined Capacity of Chevy
Chase Buildings, 820, aqd
Population, 7,000.

Seven thousand people in Chevy
Chase and a very large proportion
of the population of Washington have
seen a striking illustration of ex-
pansion of church activities in the
Diatrict in the Inauguration of the
movement for financing greater build-
ing accommodations for religious
worship at Chevy Chase Cirele,

With a population of six or seven
thousand in Chevy Chase, which in-
cludes the community settlements on
both sides of the Maryland-District
line, the combined capacity of the
c¢hurches there is only 820; with 2,150
children of school age in that area,
the combined maximum Sunday
=cheol capacity is but &30, Thir
nol all that has confronted Chevy
Chase. In five vears it is estimated
that the population of that territory
will reach upward of 9,000 people and
that the number of children of school
age will reach at least 4.000. This is
the condition of affairs in one of the
lirgest suburbs of the National Capi-
tal that has caused the swakening
of interest and support of the mosi
prominent men and women of Wash-
ington during the past week., The
church that the Presbyterians of that
community are planning and for
which they have been conducting a
campaign among prominent Preshy-
terians throughout the United States
is designed to provide for 1.000 peo-
ple at the regular church services and
1.100 children at the Sunday school
'survices. The work on this new build-
ing. the church anditorivnm struacture
will hegin a8 auirkly as possible and
is expected to be completed before
i'lhl‘ end of 1921,

Provides Triple Capacity.

It will provide a triple present ca-
pacity for the Sunday school under
sreatly improved conditions. Under
the present inadequate situation the
children of the Sunday scheool, and
they emhrace attendants of a variety
of creeds and fahs, have to he
taught in outside quarters rented by
the church, and in one case several
blocks away from the church.

Sometime the church will be aug-
mented by the erection of an entirely
separate Sunday school house, adapt-
ed to the most modern training meth-
ods, with numerous class rooms, ade-
quate assembly rooms, a library room,
offices, church society rooms and ac-
commodations for social gatherings.
There is also planned, but not for
erection at this time, a manse on the
newly purchased ground on Patterson
street, adjoining the church, where
the pastor. Rev. Dr. Hubert Rex John-

son, and his family will live. The en-
tire program therefore will eventu-
ally cost $200.000, which is expected

to provide for the religious expan-
sion of Chevy Chase for some years
to come, along with building er im-

provement operations that may be
made by the other churches in the
community.

Description Sent Out.
To every home in Chevy Chase there

has been sent by the commitles in
charge of the Presbyterian home
movement a comprehensive descrip-

tion of the new $125,000 church. with
commendations from the organized
Presbyvterian hodies regarding the
project. It states. among other things,
that the Chevy Chase problem has its
national factors as well as local, and
that the thousands of young men and
women every vear leave their home
surroundings and come to Washing-
ton to meet unknown influences in
“this great city, which is now out-
ranked in population (437,571) by
only thirteen American cities.” It is
also pointed out that all the Wash-
inzton churches always face a shift-
ing population, and that their cur-
rent  suppnrt ecomes largely from
“low-salaried governmental employes
of more or less uncertain tenure of
office, many of whom lnok upon them-
t%elves as but sojourners here.”
